"It Is nothing gut of the ordin- 
ary," said Mr B. D. Evans, Direce 
tor ‘of the-Roynl Observatory, com- 
menting yesterday on the high tem- 
perature registered during the past 
few days. - 


Mr Evans disclosed that the maxl- 
mum temperature : of 92.5 degrees 
registered -Jast- Saturday was the 
highest for the month. so far. The 
temperature on Sunday pvas... 94.8 
degrees and yesterday 80.0 degrees, 
He explained that the high week- 
end temperatures were due to west- 
ern, overland winds caused by, the 
presence of a typhoon near Shang- 
hol, The temperature hod. dropped 
since, with the winds now blowing 
from the east. i 

The menn maximum température 
in Hongkong during August Is 
nround 89,5 .degrees ond the high- 
est maximum temperature ever re- 
corded here was 97,0 degrees in 
1000. A rending of .93.7 degrees 
was recorded in 1906; ‘and on only 
five occasions since has the August 
temperature exceeded 93 degrees.

The full written Judament of the 
Privy Council in dismissing the op- 
peal against tho winding up of the 


Ching Kee Steamship Company: has 
been recelved-trom London. 


* It wil bo recalled that the order 
tor its winding up wes mado by the 
then Chief Justico of Hongkong, Sir 
Atholl, MacGregor, on July 4, 1039, 
following a petition to this effect by 
the Chinn Merchants Sienm Naviga- 
tlon Co, Ltd, one of tho Share 
holders, . 


The petition was opposed by share- 

shores, 
nnd the Dairen Kien Kabushtikl 
Kalsho, one of the creditors, All. of 
them were of Dairen. 


After tho petition had been grant- 
ed, the Respondents brought an ap- 
peal before tho Full Court, It was 
dismissed, and the matter was then 
taken before the Privy Council, with 
the result stated, ° 


During the hearing of tha original 
petition, {¢ was atated that the Com- 
pany had 20 ships, six of which wera 
nt that Une in the Colony, and that 
if the winding up order was not 
granted, these. would In ail £ = 
babillty pass Into Japanese hands, 


The Petitlonora for the winding up 
were represented by Mr_Eldon Pat- 
ter, C, ant Me H.C. Macnamara, 
Instructed by Mr D, L, | Strollett of 
Messrs G. Ky Mall Brutton and Com- 
pany; and Me oH. G, Sheldon, 3c, 
and the Hon, Mr Leo d'Almada, Jnr, 
instructed by Mr H. J,,Armstrong 
of Messrs Dencons, were for the 
Respondents. 

Lords of the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council comprised Lord 
Atkin, Lord Russell of Killowen, 
Lord Romer, Sir George Rankin and 
Lord Justice Clauson, Thelr judg- 
ment, which was delivered by Lord 
Romer, reads: . . 


The Judgment 


“The Appollants (Dairen Kisen 
Kabushiki Kalsha and others) and 
the Respondents (Shiang Kee, other- 
wise known o3 The China Merchants 
Steam Navigation Co. Ltd,) are 
(or were unth {t ceased to exist) 
shareholders in a company Inown 28 
the Ching Kee Steam Navigation Co., 
Ltd. The Company was incorporated 
In the year 1020 under the laws of 
the Republic of China, having its 
head office at Chefoo, in the Chinese 
Province of Shantung. It hod also 
several. branches, one of which was 
situated at Hongkong, Its mafn busl- 
ness appears to have been that of 
‘owning steamships, of which, at tho 
outbrenk of hostilities between 
China and Japan, it possessed 20. Of 
these six were, and still are, In tho 
harkour of Hongkong. _. 5 

“On February 21, 1939, the Com- 
pany ‘wags dissolved by decree of the 
District Court of Chungking, Sze- 
chuan. In the normal course of things 
the jurisdiction to make such a de- 
erce in the case of this Company 
would have been vested in the District 
Court of Fooshan, in the Province of 
Shantung, of which the immediate 
higher court.was the Shantung Pro- 
vincial Court,;But in February, 1939, 
the Japanese were in military 
occupation of the Province and the 
Chinese Courts there were not able 
to exercise their. judicial functions. 
But it is provided by the Chinese 
Code of Civil Procedure that when- 
ever a competent court cannot legal- 
ly or physically exercise its Judicial 
-powers-an-immediate —higher—court 
may designate some other court to 
essume jurisdiction, Accordingly, on 
Febiuary 20, 1939, the Supreme 
Court of Chinn made an order de- 
signating the District Court of 
Chungking, Szechuan, to assume 
jurisdiction over “the case of tho 
Company. i. 8 


Powers of Jurisdiction 


“In view of the dissolution of the 
Company, the Respondents, on 
March 29, 1939, ‘presented_a petition 
in the Supreme Court -of, Hongkong 
for the winding up of the Company, 
under the provisions of the Com- 
panies Ordinance, 1032, The jurlisdic- 
tion to make such an®order {fg con- 
ferred upon that Court by section 
313 of the Ordinance, the material 
provisions of which are: : 

313 (1) (b).—The circumstances 
-in which on unregistered company 
vmny be wound up are as follows.— 
(i) If the Company is dissolved, or 
has censed to carry on’ business....; 
(il).—If the Court Is of opinion 
that it fg Just and equitable that the 
Company should be, wound up’, 

“9913 (2).—Where a company in- 
corporated outside the Colony which 
has been cotrying on business in the 
Colony censes to carry on business in 
the Colony, it may be wound up as 
an-unregistered company under this 
part of this Ordinance notwithstand- 
ing that tt bas been dissolved or 
otherwise ceased to oxlst as a Com- 
pony under or by virtue of the laws 
of the country under . which St was 
incorporated’, | - ; 

“The petition came on for hearlng 
beforo the Chicf Justice of Hongkong 
on July 3, 1930, when a winding-up 


order was made. It should be men-| 


tioned that in tho meantime, ‘viz., on 
May 5, 1939, the order disso! 
Company: made by-the District Court 
of Chungking had' been taken. by way 
of appeal to the Supreme. Cou 
Szechunn, and thnt the appeal ha 
dat ationcery : ' 

. ' "Tho present Appellants, who had 
opposed the making of the wind-up 
‘order by the Chief ‘Justice appealed 
in duc courso. to the Full. Court of 
Hongkong, who by order dated Janu- 
ary 5, 1040, dismissed the appeal with 
costs, From this last mentioned arder 
an appeal is now brought before His

his arguments on behalf of tho Ap~ 
pellants before this Bonrd,. frankly, 
and quite properly, admitted that ho 
could not challenge’ the correctness 
of the decision of the Full Court on 
thla polnt, The position, therefore, ts 
this, The Company has ceased to 
exist by an act of the coun iy 
whose acts and: under whose law. it 
Wag made n juristic entity, and must 
necordingly be treated os non- 
existent by-all courts’ administering 
English law (see os to this the ob- 
servations of Lord Wright In Lazart 
Bros, and Company y.

Precedent Quoted 


“They found precedent for so 
holding in the enso of In re The Rus-= 
asian Bank for Foretgn Trade (1933) 


1 Ch. 745, where Mr Justice, Maug~ 
hom, as he then was, ordered ao 
winding up .of a .Russjan  banic 
which had a branch office {in this 
country “but ‘had been dissolved by 
Russian legislation, But in truth no 
precedent wag required in order to 
establish the power. of.the Supreme 
Court of Hongkong to make such 
an order, The power was expressly 
conferred upon it by, s. 318 (2) of 
the Companies Ordinance, 1932, As 
the Company had ceased to exist it 
hod necessarily ceased to-.carry on 
business in the Colony, and in’ such 
circumstances the sub-section in 
terms empowers ‘the Court to wind 
it up notwithstanding thot it has 
been dissolved and ceased to exist by 
virtue of the law of the Republic of 
China, That the Court rightly exer- 
cised the power so conferred upon it 
fs abundantly clear. There ate valu- 
able assets formerly belonging to the 
Company that-are still in Hongkong, 
ond it fs essential ‘in’ ‘the interests 
both of the former: sharchalders and 
of such creditors of the Company os 
there may be that theso assets should 
be protected and distributed amongst

“For these reasons thelr Lordshi 
are of opinion that this appenl should 
be dismissed and they will humbly 
advise His.

e Yenan regime governs sections of Shansi, Kansu.and 
Ninghsia provinces, and preparations for future Communist- 
Kuomintang collaboration are being made.in these areas. 


Communist sources revealed 
that the-recent meeting of the 
Central Political Council of the 
Communist Party in Yenan 
drew up a political platform, 
of which one of. the chief 
planks was a resolution pro- 
viding:

surprising, but when it becomes 
known abroad that censors here 
banned the new O'Neill ‘film on 
“moral” grounds, it will not re- 
dound to the credit of the intel- 
lectual standards of the “lIittle 
group which apparently has the 
power to dictate the type of 
moving pictures which Shangha! 
may see.. 

The O'Nelll picture, according to 
review in the-home American papers, 
Is a story of sailors inthe merchant 
marine, showing them under the 
stress of enemy bombardment, and 
the temptations of seaports whether 
in Shanghat or elsewhere. ,

Ground For Protest 

The barring of the O'Nelll film 
should be ground for protest so loud 
and emphatic on the part of Shang- 
hal theatre-goers, that’ the “whole 
question of Shanghal censorship of 
flims ‘could be alred, + The action 
probably constitutes the most ridicul- 
ous of A long series of activities by 
the censors which is preventing the 
display here of many of the best 
pictures now being produced abroad. 

It was reported that the censors 
even forced the detection of some of 
the best sectlons of the excellent 
film, “Foreign Correspondent,” be- 
fore they would permit its display 
here, 

The refusal of the censors to per- 
mit the showlng of any of the long 
Nst of “escape” Alms here also should 
be designated as a major crime 
agalnst the intelligence of the Shang- 
hal community. These pictures, all 
dealing—.with the theme...of escape 
from Nazi terrorism, have . beet 
shown everywhere in the Far .East, 
excepting Shanghai, Audiences in 
Hongkong, Singapore and Manila 
chuve viewed them for many months, 
but they have been barred Lere. 
One might’ almost . suspect that the 
local censorship board is under Nazi 
domination, becouse the only persons 
who possibly could object to the 
showing of such films here are the 
German Nazis. Is it possible that 
subtle Nazi propaganda har frighten- 
ed our censors? ais 

Free Hand For Nazis 

Tho worst part of it Is that while 
our own censors have denied the 
Shanghai public the privilege of scc- 
Ing and enjoying these fine pictures, 
the Nazis have had a free hand to 
display all their pletures of tere 
rorism in utter, disregard of local 
censorship, 

The practical result has been that 
the Shanghai public has been pre- 
vented from seeing a.long list of 
excellent films depicting. various 
phases of the war, which have stirred 
audiences .clsewhere, while, on the 
other hand, the Nazis have had .a 
free hand, unrestricted by uny cen- 
sorship, to display thelr films to in- 
ternational audiences.

SHANGHAI, Aug 12 (UP).—Chineso Communist quarters 
here hinted to the United Press to-day that the Yong: Com- 
munist border region government was laying the groundwork 
of a plan ‘for continued amicable relations with the Kuomintang 
in the future, especially in the post-war reconstruction period. 

The ‘Yenan regime governs sections of Shansi, Kansu and 
Ninghsia’ provinces, and preparations for future Communist- 

Kuomintang collaboration are being made in these areas. ° 


Communist sourcea revealed 
that the recent meeting of the 
Central Political Council of the 
Communist Party in Yenan 
drew up a political platform, 
of which one of the chief - 
planks was a resolution pro- 


ing: 

Firstly, that of the total: 
number of candidates ina 
given election, only one-third 
will be Communist: Party 
_members and the .remaining 
two-thirds will be members of 
other ‘parties and non- 
partisans; ' . 

Secondly, if members of the 
Communist Party are elected 
heads of government organs, 
the Party will guarantee that 
two-thirds of the officers’ of 
any such organ would not be 
Communists. : 


ACUTE PROBLEM 


Although the first pro- 
vision ts nullified by the fact 
the. overwhelming majority 
af voters in the border region 
are Communists and would 
vote as a block, thereby de- 
feating the split vote for the 
non-Communist — candidates, 
the second provision: tends to 
offset one of the chief pro- 
blems fxeing the Communists. 


}-This-is-the-fact—that—Com--- 


commerce, encourage estab 
lishment of private enter- 
prises, protect’ private ‘pro- 
perties, welcome investments 
from outsiders, promote free- 
dom of trade, and develop 
handicraft industries and. co- 
operatives.” i : 
At the same time, the plat- 
form indicates the Communist 
party's determination to main- 
tain its basic programme 
against large tenancy and 
absentee Jand ownership.

CHUNGKING, Aug. 12° (Centra} -News).—“Japan’s chance 
for opportunist aggression is gone and her so-called Continental 
Policy and Oceanic Policy have’ vanished like bubbles,” declared 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek ina manifesto ‘to the Chinese 
on the 4th anniversary of the Shanghai hostilities to-day.

Japan’s ruthieas 
designs --for .the invasion of 
French Indo-China and the men- 
ace to Thailand, Britain, the 
United States, und the Nethet- 
Innds Enst’ Indies. have jointly 
made ‘adequate preparations, 

Economic pressure ogainst Japon 
has been applied and joint military 
defences adopted.

SOME LITTLE WHILE BACK. this column was

been suggested that some information on the various 
methods of scoring would be of interest. 


Commonest of all is the “hole 
and aggregate” system. That 
is, the winner of the hole scores 
one or two points as decided 
upon, and there is a further 
point for the aggregate. Thin, 
of course, only applics to four- 
balls, and ig a team game. 


For three-boils, the best system 
I've yet come across Is the “ep)itting 
of sixes”. By this 1s meant that for 

‘ench hole there’ are six polnts—four 
for the winner and two for the 
second best. 


If two players halve for first each 

_ takes three polnts, the other recelv- 

ing just nothing. If second place is 

halved, then cach.takes onc point, 

the first having his four as per 
rules. : 


The: six points could still be 
played for on a 3, 2 and 1 basis, but 
it would involve fractions; for In- 
stance, a hole halved would mean 
2% ench for the players, and a half 
for second place ‘would garner 1% 
points, On the 4-2-0 basis these
